The houses of Messrs. Strohecker and Cochran
were slightly damaged. There was a great scarcl-
ty of water. Streams were played through fifteen
hundred feet of hose. But for this scarclty of
water, little damage would have been done by
the fire. It 1s belleved that the fire was accl-
dental. e

We are jnformed Ly the Chlef Engineer that
there was much confusion because of the careless-
ness of she bell-ringer at the Orphan House. De-
siring the engines from District Three, the Chief
ordered the'bell to be sonnded three times, but
the bell-ringer sounded It twelve times, and
brought out the entire department. After this

TaE SWINDLERS—THEY CARRY ON THEIR Ras-
CALITY TO THE LAST.—THE NEWS has already
given an account of the arrest here of “West-
lake” and “Bergman,” upon the charge of
swindling.

About six o'clock on Saturday last they were
carrled before Maglstrates Whiting and Schroder
upon a writ of habeas corpus, and after an lo-
vestigation were discharged. Lieatenant Philip-
py requested the postponement of the investiga-
tion, stating that the deputy sheriff of Savannah
was hourly expected, and when he came could
glve gatisfactory reasons for the prisoners’ belng
held in custody.

“Westlake” and “Bergman,” 85 soon as they
received their discharge, left on the Sonth Caro-
lina train. About0 o'clock the same night, Mr.
George S. Barthelmess, deputy sherlf of Savan-
nah, arrived with a requisition for the two men.
He had thirteen warrants for their arrest—two
for stealing, three for forgery and the remainder
for swindling. He communicated with Lieuten-
ant Philippy and for the first time learned that
the men had gone. He then stated that he would
go in pursult of them, ang Licatenant Philippy
detafled Omeer Trusll to go with him. Telegrams
were then sent to Augusta, Branchville, Columbia
and Florenoe requesting the authorities to be on
the looksat for the swindlers and arrest them.
The deputy sherlf and OMcer Truall left on the
Annth Caroling train yesterday morning.

The swindlers employed a- lawyer to represeilt
them before the magistrates and handedl him a
package marzed fifty dollars, the amount they
had agreed to pay him. On opening It e found
l..h.nt' it contalned only thirty-seven dollars.

Ofcers Barthelmess and Truall arrived at
Branchville at 12 o'clock yesterday and found
that the swindlers had left there for Wilmington
on the *lightning train" about two hours be-
fore. While walting at Branchville & dog bit one
of the swindlers. He wanited to klll the dog with
his pistol, but refrained when the owner intimated
‘that he wounld treat the shooter to a dose of shot
if the dog was hurt., The officers_telegraphed to
the anthoritles at Whmington to arrest the

swindlers.
